It is considered that the best pro- 
cedure is for the British members to join. thei 
American colleagues in Washington, and for the 
whole Committee to return to-London as the best 
point of departure for the countries in which. the 
problems arise.”

M.P.s AND fASCIST REVIVAL 


Home Secretary Answers a 
Storm of Questions 


As reported briefly in our last issue, many 
questions were put to the Home Secretary on fascist 
activity before the House of Commons rose ior the 
Christmas recess. 

Mr. Benn Levy (Lab., Eton and Slough) began 
by asking if he would define the conditions under 
which Sir Oswald Mosley was released ; and whether 
those conditions were infringed by his meeting held 
at the Royal Hotel, London, on December 15, or 
by the holding of public meetings to advocate the 
doctrines of Fascism? 

Mr. Ede replied: The conditions under which 
Sir Oswald Mosicy was released from detention were 
imposed under Defence Regulation 18b and ceased 
to have effect when this Regulation was revoked on 
May 9, 1945. 

Mr. Levy: Seeing that these doctrines are aimed 
at the whole basis of British freedom, and have 
already rotted away more than one democracy 
abroad, may | ask whether he will consider estab- 
lishing a small legal commussion to devise ways 
and means of protecting our country against similar 
possibilities, on the basis that it is nonsensical for 
us in the name of freedom to allow men freedom 
to destroy freedom? (Cheers.) 

Mr. Ede: Those points are at the present time 
engaging my most active consideration.

he would publish them: and what stcps he proposed 
to take to prevent those people annoying the public 
to such a degree that breaches of the peace take 
place. Mr. J. Lewis (Lab., Bolton) asked if he was 
aware that at a recent meeting of ex-18b detainees 
a reporter was manhandled by Fascists and if, at 
ali places where th persons congregate, he would 
take steps where possible to ensure that police were 
present in order to prevent a repetition of that form 
of political hooliganism which existed prior to the 
war and which was responsible for innocent 
enlookers being beaten up and myured. 

Mr..Ede: | understand from. the press 
that this was a private gathering tol mvited guests 
it is no part of the duties of the police to attend 
private functions for the purpose of maintaming 
order, or to eeguire persons attending to give their 
names; but the police would, of Course, intervene 
to restore order if a breach ol the peace occurred. 
The police have received no complaints from the 
reporter of having been manhandled, but it 1s open 
to any person to institute proceedings if more force 
than sw reasonable and necessary is used to é)ect 
hum from the premuses 

Mr. Popplewell: May 1 take it that at any future 
meeting or demonstration which might be arranged 
by these arrogant people, and so create a breach of 
the peace, the public will be protected and action 
taken agamst the demonstrators? 


Police Action at Meetings 


Mr. Ede: It will all depend whether | or my 
Department have information as to when and where 
such a private gathering will take place. We do not 
anticipate that we shall receive-imvitations, If a 
breach of the péace occurs, we shall do what we 
¢an to protect.the public, and we shall take action, 
if we are informed of. the time and place of the 
meeting. to prevent breaches of the peace occurring. 

Mr. J. Lewis: Does not mv right hon. friend 
think it is possible, in the public mterest, to intro- 
duce 2 regulation whereby all political meetings 
should be notified to the police beforehand—{shouts 
of ** Gestapo "}—-so that in the event of the Fascists 
deciding to hold a meeting and of this male 
Pompadour strutting all over the country, in_ his 
uniform, we can take steps to stop if? 

Mr. Ede: It would be very difficult, | think, fo 
a start, to draft a regulation, especially in the short 
time left to me now to draft regulations, defining 
what a political meeting is. These people are not 


allowed to appear in uniform; this House. has 
Already taken steps against that. eis

1 am concerned that the 
liberal government of this country should not be 
destroyed, as it has been destroyed abroad, by 
armed and truculent minorities seizing power with 
which they were never invested by a majority of 
their countrymen, (Cheers.) However, I should 
find it very difficult indeed to frame at the moment 
any Act that would enable me to deal with them.

sense of proportion.

received a fresh outfit of clothing since leaving the Belsen 
conceniration camp 

There is no censorship of newspapers within the centre 
ond complete freedom of movement in and out of the 
camp is permitted. No restriction is placed on Zionist 
activities. Contrary to statements which have been circulat- 
ing in the Press overseas there was fo disturbance at this 
centre on November 15. Nor hase there been a disturbance 
at any other time. The facts arc that recently a procession 
of Jewish displaced persons from the centre marched to 
the office of the military government dctachment to present 
a resolution to be passed to the British authorities. The 
commanding officer of the dctachment accepted the resolu 
tion for onward transmission. There were no incidents 
and mo arrests and the acting president of ‘he Jewish com- 
mittee at the centre reports that he has had no complaints 
about the procedure. 

The following food scale is in force : 

2.914 calories per day for nursing and 
mothers. 

2.849 calorics per day for workers. 

2.161 calories per day for non-workers and children. 

Ex-enemy nationals, including many Jews, who have becn 
persecuted because of their race. religion, or activities ir 
favour of the United Nations, provided that their loyalty 
to the Allies has been established, are treated similarly to 
tinited Nations displaced persons Those who were at onc 
time at assembly centres and have left voluntarily have 
been given rations books, cnabling them to draw the higher 
scale of rations appropriate to medium heavy workers. The 
large number who are scattered as individuals throughout 
the British zone and live voluntarily as part of the indigenous 
population cannot ¢eadily hc waced, and the administrative 
dificultics are such that it is not yet possible to provide 
them with the material benefits tha: are available at the 
centres. The local British authorities have this maticr 
under consideration and aré endcavouring to overcome the 
difficulties. 

Miss Rathbone thanked Mr. Hynd for his “ in 
many ways reassuring report,” and asked whethei 
it would not help to forestall criticisms if he would 
follow the example of the President of the United 
States by appointing a Jewish adviser to the Military 
Government in our zone similar to the appointment 
of Judge Rifkind, who had been appointed Jewish 
adviser in the American zone. 

Mr. Hynd was afraid it would be impossible to 
take any measures which would forestall criticisms 
which were unjustified and which were in this case 
deliberately fabricated. He was already considering 
the appointment of Jewish advisers. He added that 
there were already Jewish welfare workers on the 
staff of Unrra who were now taking over control 
of those camps. He had. had no complaints of a 
shortage of Jewish personnel with Unrra. 

Mr. Lipson asked if Mr. Hynd was satisfied that 
an adequate amount of work and other activities 
were provided for the displaced persons and that 
the arrangements in the British zone in this con- 
nection were at leasi as good as in the American 
zone? 

Mr. Hynd: I cannot speak for the American 
zone, but I can assure the House that the difficulty 
is not so mach the inadequacy of available work 
but the reluctance of many displaced persons to 
take advantage of those facilities, largely due to 
psychological factors. . They feel it is time that they 
were given a rest: they were slave workers and they 
feel that the Germans should now work for them 
Facilities are provided in most camps and are taken 
advantage of... Special rations and other amenities

are offered to encourage. participation in those 
facilities.

Orthodox Youth Conference

Mr. Arnold Schonfeld; in reporting on Eretz 
Yisrael work, said it was the duty of Agudists to 
fight those who would prevent Jews from landing 
on the shores of Eretz Yisrael: they deprecated Mr.

JEWISH IMMIGRATION 
STOPPED 


Another Promise Broken 


A report of the interruption of Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine, states Palcor, has been con- 
firmed by a correspondent from London at present 
in the Middle East. The report was prominently 
featured in all the Hebrew daily papers on Sunday. 

Haaretz, commenting editorially, said that the 
disclosure that Jewish immigration into Palestine 
was now completely at a standsill had created a 
situation far worse than that described in Mr. 
Bevin’s statement. The British Government had 
apparently approached the Arab representatives for 
their consent to 1,500 immigrants monthly and had 
received a negative reply. 

In other comments, it is pointed out that in his 
statement of November 13 Mr. Bevin had declared 
that arrangements would be made “ which will 
ensure that pending the receipt of the interim 
recommendations which the Committee of Inquiry 
will make on the matter, there is no interruption of 
Jewish immigration at the present monthly rate.” 
Now, however, it transpires that there actually is 
an interruption, and even the promise to allow the 
continuation of immigration at the present miserable 
rate, it +s pointed out, has already been violated. 


THE ARAB CIRCUS 
“ Moslem Brothers ” in Palestine 


[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM] 


A Jerusalem branch has been formed of the 
fanatic ‘* Moslem Brothers” Association of Egypt, 
which has at the root of its beliefs the adjuration 
by Mahomet to preach “ religion by the sword.” 
The Association claims half-a-million members and 
two millton supporters in Feypt, under the leader- 
ship of the notorious Hassan el Bana: and it is 
alleged to have taken a foremost part in the Novem- 
ber 2 rioting in Cairo and Alexandria. 

Emissaries of the “ Young Egypt ” or Green Shirt 
movement (green is the holy colour of Islam) have 
also been up in Palestine to organise branches. 
“ Young Egypt.” of which Ahmed el Hussein is 
the head, specialises in the formation of Storm 
Troops, Ahmed el Hussein. often colloquially 
referred to as “ the Hitler of-the East.” was alleged 
to have been in touch with the Axis Powers before 
the war. He visited Jaffa (no trouble about the 
visa, Of course) during November and December. 

Both these extremist religious organisations have 
far-reaching political ambitions. When the Arab 
lL cague proclaimed its intention.of maintaining a 
boycott against “ Zionist goods ™ recently. the 
“ Mosicm Brothers  ssSued a statement that there 
was no distinction between Zionisis and Jews and 
ihat Jewish merchandise. whatever iis geographical 
should be banned. 


Rough Going for Rovcott 

The organisers of the boycott in Palestine it<elf 
are finding themselves up against a number of per- 
plexities, It is apparently much easier to “ send 
Jewish goods to Coventry " with an airy wave of 
the hand than to keep them there.’ Moreover. there 
is the very deep and real fear among Arab peasants 
of the retaliatory effects of such an embargo against 
themselves. Now that the war is over, théy are 
back secking Jewish markets for their agricultural 
produce, and they are greatly worried by the 
declared intention of the Yishuv to impose as rigicd 
a bar against Arab goods as the Arabs will against 
Jewish... Inflation looms near also.

further order was made directing the G.O.C. and 
Inspector-General of Police to convey Ben Eliezer 
to Erstrea and keep. him under custody while being 
conveyed. But on October 4 this year, the Chief 
Administrator. of Eritrea made an order directing 
Ben Eliezer to be detained, the Chief Justice pointed 
out, and nt is by virtue of this legal instrument 
that Ben Eliezer is. to-day deprived of his liberty 
in Erntrea. “It can, indeed it must. be conceded 
that that instrument was issued at the instigation, 
persuasion, or representation of ‘the 
authorities,” the Chief Justice stated. 
Mr. Justice Shaw said that it had not been proved 
before the High Court that the order for detention 
made by the Chief Administrator of Eritrea was 
ulira vires the laws of Eritrea. The fact that such 
detention was brought about at the instance of 
the Government of Palestine, continued Mr. Justice 
Shaw, cannot make it unlawful. The Government 
of Palestine can* be requested to arrange 


Palestine 


for Ben Eliezer’s release from detention in 
Erttirea im exactly the. same way as_ they 
could be requested to release him if he were 


detained in Palestine, but they-cannot be compelled 
to do so. by. a writ of habeas corpus so long as the 
detenuon in. Eritrea is lawful under its laws, he 
added. The only recourse was, as* pointed out 
by the Chief of Justice, to the question of the 
validity of this order in the Courts of Eritrea. 


Twelve Months’ Unlawful Detention 


It will be seen from the High Court's judemenis 
that Ben Eliezer was actually held unlawfully in 
detention between October, 1944, when he was 
deported to Eritrea, until October, 1945, when the 
Chief. Administrator of that British-occupied 
terriiory belatedly made the order for his detention. 
Can anything more arbitrary be imagined? 
Apparently realising the shaky foundations of its 
legal position, the Palestine Government, on learn- 
ing that a habeas corpus writ had been lodged or 
was pending, hurriedly arranged with the Chief 
Adminisirator to make Ben Eliezer’s detention, and 
presumably others too, ** legal.’’ .

At the risk of achieving odium in the eyes of that 
Government, which apparently remains. impervio''s 
to © siderations of common humanity, I say t 
in the case of Ben Eliezer and of hundreds of oth 
detained in Eritrea, they may be lawfully detain 
under expedient legislation, but they are immoral, 
held under what is the most-cynical and contemp- 
tuous deprival of human liberties .on record. it 
is no less shameful to hold Palestinian citizens in 
detention in Eritrea than it was for Germans to 
keep Czechoslovak and other citizens in custody 
in concentration camps in Poland. 

The Palestine Government may have won its case 
before the High Court on a technicality, but it Js 
not justice it has upheld—it 1s a perversion ol 
justice in order to establish legal expediency. In 
the tiny compass of the case of Ben Eliezer, humble 
individual though he may be, the whole glaring 
inequity of the policy administered in Palestine and 
the imposing edifice of emergency Icgislation which 
has arisen on the basis of that policy may be per- 
ceived.

EUROPEAN JEWRY’S NEEDS 
Urgent Relief Problems 


Reports on the present position of Jews in Europe 
and their needs were submitted by delegates from 
the liberated countries at a special meeting of the 
Executive of the United Jewish Relief Appeal, held 
recently at 34, Soho Square, London, W.1. 

Rabbi Herman Meisels, of Belsen, said that the 
clothing and heating conditions in the British zone 
were desperate. Rations in Bélsen, he said, were 
meagre, and the food they received was not 
much more than they had been given in the German 
concentration camps. The children, he added, were 
my given more than the others, and there was not 
sufficient food provided even for the hospital. The 
people, Rabbi Meisels stated, lived mainly on black 
coffee, mostly Water, and soup, also mostly water, 
while real: milk .was never seen at all, even by the 
children. 

Rabbi E. Oshry and Mr. L. Ashkenazy, of Italy, 
reported that there were about 25,000 Jewish 
refygees there. The food and clothing conditions 
in the camps in Italy were worse than he had heard 
they were in Belsen. : 

Mr. Samuel Frey, of Budapest, said there were 
over 260,000 Jews in Hungary, of whom about 
$90,000 were in Budapest. The clothing situation 
was worse than he could describe. He particularly 
urged help for the Jewish children’s home in 
Budapest, which has about 500 children. There were 
still many children in Hungary in Christian homes 
angi convents who could be rescued, he claimed; 

a month would provide for another 500 
children. 

Captain Monheit, Chief Jewish Chaplain in the 
French zone, said that he also served the American 
zone, and had to deal altogether with about 30,000 
to 35,000 Jews. German Jews in the French zone, 
he went on, were treated as Germans, not as dis- 

laced persons, and they knew what that meant.

Rabbi V. Vorhand, of Prague, and Mr. Solomon 
Weber, of Bratislava, speaking of the conditions 
in Czechoslovakia, told of the constant arrival of 
fresh refugees from Poland and other countries, 
who had to be clothed and fed and lodged.

SHANGHAI JEWS IN PERIL 
Threat of Deportation 


Thousands of Jews who escaped from Gernrany 
and Austria to Shanghai, and spent the war years 
there under the gravest hardships, are panic-stricken 
as a result of a decree issued by the Chinese 
Government in Chungking, ordering all Germans 
and Austrians in China, including Jews, to return 
to their native lands, reports the J.T.A. 

The decree makes it clear that only those 
refugees who can produce “ valuable guarantees,”’ 
either Chinese or foreign, will be exempted. Even 
$0, they will need permission from both the Ministry 
of the Interior and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
to remain in Shanghai, or in. any other part of 
China. 

Technicians who can contribute to China's 
development will be permitted to stay, and may 
even be given employment by the Government, 
providing the approval of the Ministries of the 
Interior and Foreign Affairs has been obtained.

MORE FLEE FROM POLISH 
TERROR 


The number of Jews flecing from Poland to 
Berlin in the hope of reaching the American zone 
has increased from an averagé of 200 a day to about 
SOO, it was stated in Berlin by Mr. Llya Dujour, 
Secretary-General of the Hebrew Sheltering and 
Immigrant Aid Society of America (Hias). 

Mr. Dijour said that eye-witnesses described the 
situation in Poland ds similar to that in_ the 
Ukraine in 1919 during the-Petlura pogroms. Many 
stated that the Warsaw Government had taken 
active steps to protect and help Jews, but was 
powerless against a population which is almost 100 
per cent anti-Jewish. 

The. military authorities in the French zone of 
Berlin, as a consequence of an approach by. the 
representatives of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
have requisitioned six blocks of flats to house home- 
less Jews. The flats are in a good state of repair 
and contain 150. rooms. The flats will be 
administered -by the “ Joimt.” Six hundred Jews 
have been accommodated in the French zone. — 


POGROM LEADERS CAUGHT 


Some of the leaders of the Polish underground 
Fascist army which is responsible for the new wave 
of pogroms it Poland have been captured and will 
be brought to trial, the Polish Premier, M. Osubka- 
Morawski stated recently. 

The Polish: Ministry of Justice has announced 
that special courts, which have the power to inflict 
the death penalty, and from whose decisions there 
is no appeal, have been set up throughout the 
country in an endeavour to stamp out terrorism.

ARGENTINA JEW-BAITING 
Hostile Police 


There has been a marked increase in anti- 
Jewish propaganda in Entre Rios, Argentina, 
where there are several Jéwish agricultural! setile- 


ments, according to a report published in Ex 
Diario, an ihfluential newspaper published in 
Parana, capital of the province. The paper 
descri as “ intolerable " the anti-Jewish atmos- 


phere in Entre Rios. 

t iS reported that a Jewish youth organisation 
has been formed in the province for the purpose 
of combating anti-Semitism. 

The release of twelve Jewish youths who had been 
under arrest since the anti-Jewish outbreaks last 
month has been ordered by Col. Filomeno Velazco, 
Chief of the Federal Police. following a visit by Dr. 
Moses Goldmann and Dr. S. Tarnopolski, chiefs 
of “ Daia,” the central Jewish representative body. 

“ Daia”’ has issued the text of a message of 
thanks to Catholic groups which issued statements 
condemning anti-Jewish activities. It especially 
expressed gratitude to Father Pierre Charles, a 
Belgian priest, who recently delivered many public 
addresses condemning racial propaganda as anti- 
Christian. 

A largely-attended meeting in Buenos Aires last 
week protested against the anti-Semitic propaganda 
conducted by adherents of Colonel Juan D. Peron, 
the “ strong man” of Argentina Most of the 
speakers were non-Jews, but the audience consisted 
mainly of Jews. 

An anti-Jewish demonstration was staged by a 
group of Nationalist students at the same tinie as 
Socialist women were distributing leaflets against 
racism. 

A deputation from “ Daia”™ called again on the 
Minister of the Interior to’ discuss means of check- 
ing anti-Semitic incidents in the streets. 

It is generally feft in Buenos Aires that the 
Minister of the Interior, Senor -Felipe Urdapilleta. 
is genuinely concerned to curb anti-Jewish out- 
breaks, but that the police officials do not obey 
his imstructions. 

It is reported that Dr. Frederico Canton, polrtt- 
cal chief of San Juan province and one of Peron’s 
key political. advisers, said in the course of a 
speech delivered at a recent banquet, during which 
‘he commented on anti-Jewish demonstrations car-

U.S.A.’s 600,000 FIGHTING JEWS 


Incomplete data obtained so far by the War 
Records Section of the American Jewish Welfare 
Board reveal that 600,000 Jews have served in the 
United States Armed Forces during the war : 

Fifteen Jews reached the rank of General, and 
three served as Admirals and Commodores.

VICHY PRACTICES IN FORCE 


Poputatmre and other French newspapers have 
severely criticised some Prefcctures and municipal 


offices for still using, 16 months after the liberation, 
forms and questionnaires issued by the Vichy 
regime asking whether the applicant is of Jewish 
descent, reports Jewish World News. 

Many hotels, chiefly in the provinces, still. use 
registration forms requesting guests to state whether 


they are of “ Aryan” or Jewish extraction. 
it is stated that some provincial restaurants 
have notices pasted on the menu-cards stating 


that Jews are not served. 


STRASBOURG JEWS_.NOT WANTED 


Of the 6,000 Jews who made up the pre-war 
Jewish population of Strasbourg, about 550 have 


now returned. These, however, are up against 
well-organised hostility from local people. Former 
collaborators are co-operating to ofstruct§ the 


restoration. to Jews of their homes and businesses 
which had been confiscated. The loca! admimistra- 
tion, which is alleged to be influenced by anti 
Semitic elements, is putting every possible obstacle 
im the way of foreign Jews remaiming in the city. 
About 80 Jews have been forced to leave the town 
so far, the Jewish World News states.

THE arbitrary temporal division which marks the passing 
of the present civil year and the beginning of 1946 presents 
for a number of reasons a convenient point for the examina- 
tion of tendencies and processes in the wide field of 
international relations. At our Jewish New Year we are 
accustomed to speak of the occasion as one of spiritual 
stocktaking.. Tbe civil period may similarly provide the 


opportunity for a casting-up of the assets and the liabilities, 


the hopes and fears, the signs of progress and the indications 
less propitious in the affairs of the family of States with 
whose good relations and welfare the happiness and well- 


being of the Jewish people are demonstrably bound up. 


It is, indeed, obvious that since no people has suffered 
proportionally such great losses in modern war as have 
the Jewish people, no people can have more reason to feel 
acutely the paramount importance of that condition of so 
many human hopes and aspirations—peace. 

Great events in history are often marked by some 
characteristic quality in contemporary human outlook 
which exercises a dominant influence upon current political 
plans and actions. The mood of 1919 was one of,naive 
optimism in the successful conclusion of “ the war to end 
war ": that of 1945 has been an almost dialectical opposite 
in the form of an enervating cynicism grounded im the 
tragic failures of twenty-five years ago. Of the two extremes 
of the pendulum’s swing, anyone of experience in the 
values of mass opinions will readily concede greater hope- 
fulness of ultimate benefit to our present unenthusiastic and 
sceptical approach. The danger at the moment is perhaps 
that the absence of faith in the possibility to rid man of 
his greatest scourge, war, may crystallise in the hearts of 
individual statesmen into a scepticism as to the possibility 
of the existence of good faith and of the will to peace in 
their opposite numbers in other lands. To this process we 
may trace the source of much of that international distrust 
which hangs to-day like a threatening cloud over the 
strenuous efforts slowly and laboriously to build the better 
world where war shall be no more. 

Understandably this pest of suspicion operates far more 
dangerously and treacherously in the sphere of current 
events and problems than in those long-range undertakings 


in which the powers great and small are labouring to Create 


the international political machinery of the future. It 
is very much a case of “ while the fire-engine is a-building, 
the town may catch ablaze it would be in. a world 
less prostrate from its recent catastrophe. It is no surprise 
therefore, tc find that while the relations of the three great 


- Powers. on whose collaboration and on whose more or less 


unity of purpose the whole structure of peace must depend, 
struggle along through endless gales and contrary winds, 
the planning and foundation work of the United Nations 
Organisation (Uno) is progressing smoothly and with 
astonishing rapidity. When it is recalled that the first public 
pronouncement of definite international policy from which 


-Uno sprang, the historic Conference between PRESIDEN 


ROOSEVELT, Mr. CHURCHILL, and PREMIER STALIN at Yalta, 
was less than a year ago (February, 1945), and that the first 
rough outline of the scheme had been proposed at Dum- 
barton Oaks only three or four months previously, the 
prospect of the meeting of the first session of the Assembly 
at Westminster in a few days’ time seems almost a miracle 
of swift achievement, and an unarguable answer to those 
who have generaily despaired.of the conference method as 
a means of reaching international agreement on any breadth 
of. front.and within any reasonable time. |

should not be much fear of a sudden public reaction to 
the current pessimism, of a too facile faith in the inevitable 
success of the structure whose birth has passed off so suc- 
cessfully...

First and foremost in these horizontal divisions which 
know no national boundaries but which in their combined 
influence may well decide whether mankind votes for God 
or the devil, for peace or war, is veneration for law and 
justice. While law is exploited, abused, or disregarded by 
national authorities, and justice flouted by administrators on 
grounds of expediency, and while the fundamental principles 
of God's Law and the plain interests of His children are 
made subservient. to the individual prejudices and ambitions 
of statesmen projected in their own minds into distorted con- 
ceptions of national honour and glory, or into the meaner 
satisfactions of party triumphs and personal achievements 
-—§o0 long will the hope of the paramount establishment 
of the common “democratic ” will to peace fail. It hap- 
pens that both the peculiar position of the Jewish people 
and the ideals inseparably connected with the treasured 
message of which they are the vessels make them in many 
ways and repeatedly the test of the “democratic” health 
of the world. This was.crudely indicated in bygone. times. 
To-day, in the far more complex and, let us recognise, more 
advanced condition of political thought and social opinion, 
the position of. Jews, both individually and as a people. 
provides a test, much more subtly exact, of the moral and 
basic political well-being of mankind. The great oppor- 
tunities which the Jewish national rehabilitation opened up 
for righteous statesmanship have opened up a’ the same 
time equal opportunities for the nation responsible to fail 
calamitously in the glerious undertaking to which she set 
her hand. . Never was government faced with more severe 
temptations to yield to expediency and thus not only to lose 
the prize of great achievement but also to weaken that 
supra-national ideal of conduct upon which rests the

the anarchy of national individualism to true national free- 


dom under the joyous yoke of God’s Law, or, as others 


would express it, under the compelling realisation of the 


brotherhood of ali men. 

It is by a widespread understanding of these possibilities 
that the massive common ground which underlies the 
dearest hopes and wishes of the. peoples and governments 
represented at the recent Moscow talks may be made more 
than to counterbalance the superficial and transient points 
of disagreement and suspicion, it is on the same terms that 
the organisation of Uno may be made a real and living 
instrument of negotiation and co-operation between men 
of all kinds, and not a very wonderful but meaningless 
shell, like, the magnificent palace of the League of Nations 
at.-Geneva which stands to-day, vast, wonderful, mmposing 
—but-empty- 


THE ARAB BOYCOTT 


On January 1 the Arab boycott of Palestine Jews and their 
products is scheduled to begin. This threat has been discussed 
in dispatches from our Jerusalem correspondent, where he 
has pointed to the conclusion that the boycott cannot possibly 
have the hoped-for effect and is more likely, while injuring 
the Yishuv a little, to prove itself much more seriously a 
boomerang in action. Its object, however, has been clearly 
set forth by one of the Palestine Arab leaders, Auni Bey Abdul 


Hadi—to destroy the Jewish economic capacity in Palestine, 


and achieve the total strangulation of Jewish industry there by 
the Arab League in collaboration with the Palestine Arab com- 
munity. Moreover, all Arab countries have agreed to.a total 
blockade of all Palestine Jews—men, women, and. children. 
None will be granted visas to travel in any country of the 
Arab League, either as a resident or in transit, 


It is of considerable interest to observe that this campaign 
organised by a number of sovereign Arab States against an 
important section of the population of a territory still under 
British mandate is a clear attempt to coerce that section by 
economic force. It amounts to a declaration of economic war. 
And seeing that in effect it is the application of ecohomic 
sanctions, it is certainly one of those “threats to the peace ”’ 
against which the United Nations are pledged “to take effec- 
tive collective measures ~ under U.c first article of their Charter, 
in such circumstances, cannot remain indifferent 
to the threat. How can Britain, or any of the other leading 
Powers, take up an attitude of active resistance against any 
nation or nations which may plan an economic war for its 
own ends, after it has sat by and permitted this act of Arab 
It will be the story of the League of 
Nations over again, with “incidents” like Manchuria and 
Abyssinia disregarded until the world is once again in flames. 
If this little experiment of the Arab beycoit is condoned, merely 
because it is unlikely to succeed against those who are aimed at, 
it may well start a process of rotting all the United Nations 
plans for world co-operation.

' FASCISTS ON THE MOVE 


Tue prolonged questioning to which the Home Secretary 
was subjected last week on the subject of a recent Fascist gather- 
ing is plain evidence of the keen anxiety felt in Parliament 
and the country on this subject. Nor is public concern likely 
to be relieved by the comments in the press. They seem to 
reveal a division of opinion. On the one hand, one section, 
significantly representative of certain elements whose interest in 
the people’s freedoms is not exactly an ancient inheritance. 
take up the line of libertarian purism and demand free speech 
for the Fascists, even at the risk of killing it in the end for 
the rest of the country. On the other, there is a call from 
quarters where in the past liberty has been a watchword for 
active measures, even though they maw involve resfrictions on 
present liberties, the idea being to save the country from the 
possibility of being stampeded, during a crisis, into Fascist hand- 
cuffs. These differences are, of course, inevitable and entitled 
to consideration. But the official attitude cannot stop there. 
The Home Secretary showed himself sincerely anxious on the 
matter, and his statement that he is carefully watching the 
situation and that he has “no intention that democracy shal! 
be overthrown by minority movements of this kind” must be 
accepted. But there will be widespread and earnest cxpectation 
that his intentions should be manifested in policy as soon as 
possible, Certainly any idea of delay on. the ground that the 
recent Fascist meeting was only attended by a mere thousand 
people should be far from his mind. Hitler began his bloody 
climb to power with only 15 followers.’ 


ST. JOHN ERVINE ON THE JEWS 


IN the course of a breezy and entertaining article in a Belfast 
paper, Mr. St. John Ervine, the .well-known critic and play- 


“wright, attempts to explain the, to the average man in the 


street, enigma which is Harold Laski. He follews up this 
analysis with a disclaimer of anti-Semitism which, in the light 
of his past record, was scarcely needed, and with a tribute as 
warm as it is palpably sincere to the Jewish people. _ He then 
goes On to point out that the Jew, more than any other man. 
is a foreigner everywhere, and to argue that “that fact must 
influence deeply his outlook on life, his attitude toward? the 
land in which he lives. He is always just outside the ring.” 
Just as Karl Marx, despite his many years’ residence in London. 
“ Nhever was at ease in England . . . or anywhere. Nor is Laski. 
He is driven into himself by his dsolation. “There is Ishmacl. 
more than Isaac, in every Jew.” Mr. Ervine is. as has been 
said, a proven friénd of Jews, and a friend possessed of great 
intellectual gifts, including a fine critical faculty. When, there- 
fore, he sets qut not merely to praise but to appraise the Jews his 
views have a special value as being beyond challenge on any 
suspicion, of hostile prejudice, Many will deny, and even 
strongly, that the Jew’s status as foreigner must deeply influence 
his attitude towards the land of his residence. Marx, it must be 
remembered, was born and brought up in Germany, so that his 
failure to assimilate himself to English ways or to be completely 
at ease in this land is not remarkable. To-day, however, the 
majority of Jews in this country were born: here. many of 
families who have lived in Britain for generations. Many have 
entered fully into the national life, making valuable contribu- 
tions to it, and it is often only when they are challenged b\ 
external circumstances that they begin to be conscious that 
their origin differs from that of the. masses of their fellow- 
citizens. 


“INSIDE” “OUT” 


THERE is, of course, a great deal of tryith in Mr. Ervine’s 
description of the Jew as being—not always but often—* jusi 
outside the ring.” Mr. Ervine is well aware that the 
Jew has often made attempts to enter the ring and has indeed 
in many cases secured a lodgment there. But sooner or later 
ihe anti-Semites inside the ring have come along and put him 
“in his place ”—-outside. True, very often a certain number have 
slipped through the vicious net of the anti-Semites and have 
been left within. But that daes not materially affect the process 
except usually to leave behind, at least for a time, a catalytic 
for further anti-Semitic reaction. If, however, there had been 
no such process and if the Jews had as a whole been invited 
to enjoy complete equality free from these periodic upheavals, 
still this would noi entirely have eliminated the Jewish people 
‘by the process of assimilation whereby we know Jews eventu- 
ally lose themselves amongst the majority—not so long as some | 
remnants remain loyal to the Jewish religion. The fact, then, 
which Mr. Ervine’s remarks so clearly light up, is that the 
Jew has inevitably ta face certain inescapable alternatives. 
Fither he mu# resign himself to maintain a tolerated existence 
“just outside the ring” and risk, as such, recurrent attack; or 
he must seek to make all his fellow-Jews acceptable to the 
majority “inside the. ring,” and that majority acceptable to all 
his fellow-Jews—so that eventually assimilation may complete!) 
eliminate Jews as such. The second of these two has never 
been so much as considered by any people as a whole. No 
nation has ever consciously and deliberately tried to commit 
suicide nor would any man of sense or decency even suggest 
such a proposal. The first alternative would merely per- 
petuate a situation now proved not only insufferable for the 
Jews but menacing to the rest of the world. It was precisely. 
to meet this dilémma that the Zionist solution was propounded 
for the restofation of Jewry to its own homeland, where it 
would not be a stranger and, so far from threatening other 
nations, would be, for the first time in 2,000 years, in a position 
to fulfil the Gentile wish that the moral law should again go 
Meanwhile, and until that great hour stfikes, 
our coreligionists, and especially those of them who persist 
in being more English that the English, should take earnest note 
of Mr. Ervine’s remarks, and ask themselves how, if a cultured 
friend. like him can perceive the anomalous position ‘of the 
Jew so acutely, the uncultured and not always so friendly 
sections of the people are likély to feel about it. |

SALFORD KASHER KITCHEN 
Official Opening 


Describing the opening of the kasher canteen in 
Salford as an historic event of the first importance, 
Mr. Samuel Davies, who presided at a reception 
held to mark the occasion, spoke of the almost 
insurmountable difficulties that had to be faced 
before the canteen became a living reality. The 
Director of Education for Salford, Mr. F. A. J. 
Rivett, who was present, had described the canteen 
as one of the finest in Salford, and others in a 
position to judge had told him that it was the most 
up-to-date of its kind in this couniry. 

The consecration ceremony was performed by 
Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, the Communal Rabbi, and 
was followed by an inspection of the canteen. 

Mr. D. Goldblatt, Chairman of the Chief Rabbi's 
Kasher Canteen Committee, culogised the canteen 
and paid a tribute to Mr. E. Halevy and Mr. F 
Levy. He said that 160 children were now receiving 
excellent meals daily, and he hoped that this number 
woukl soon be doubled, when parents came to 
realise the excellent quality of the meals served. 

Rabbi Dr. Altmann praised the work of Mr. 
Samuel Davies, Hon. Secretary of the Board, and 
said that. the opening of the canteen marked a 
new epoch in the history of Anglo-Jewish 
education. 

Other speakers were Dr..I. W. Slotki and Mr. 
J. J. Slotki. The Rev. Mr. Meisels recited grace 
before and after meals. 


SALFORD HONOURS COMMUNAL 
RABBI 


Appointed To Education Committee 
Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, the Manchester Communal! 


Rabbi, has been appointed a co-opted member of . 


the Salford Education Committee. 

Dr. Alimann’s appointment was moved at a 
recent Council meeting by Alderman J. Brentnall, 
Chairman of last year’s Education Committee, who 
said that Dr. Altmann would be an asset to the 
Committee. Councillor F. J. Lynch, seconding the 
proposal, said it would be the first time in the Com- 
mittee’s history that a direct representative of the 
Jewish faith had been. appointed. 

Councillor A. F. Carroll, leader of the Conserva- 
tive group; and Councillor T. Clarke; another lead- 
ing Conservative, both supported the inclusion of 
Dr. Altmann and. proposed his co-option im an 
améndment arising from the Party’s objection to 
removing seyeral of last year’s co-opted members. 

Councillor Davies had, in the first instance, pro- 
posed Dr. Altmann’s co-option to the Labour group. 


A CENTRAL EDUCATIONAL 
AUTHORITY ? 


Presiding at a Council meeting. of the Talmud 
Torah, Mr. E. Raffles, J.P., submitted-his proposals 
for the formation of a -central authority for 
Hebrew education in the Manchester area, which, 
he stated, were his personal views and not necessarily 
those of the Executive. 

Mr. D. Freeman moved a resolution empowering 
the Officers “to enter into negotiations with the Com- 
munal Council, the Education Board, the Jews’ 
School. and other bodies with a view to the setting 
up of one central authority for Jewish education 
in Manchester and. district.” 

Other speakers included Messrs. S. Isaacson, S. 
Davies, and J. Franks, and, following a discussion, 
the resolution was carried unanimously. 


GLASGOW DEPUTATION AT 
WESTMINSTER

KINDERGARTEN PLAN 


At a meeting of the Glasgow Talmud Torah and 
Board of Jewish Education (at which Mr. L. Daets, 
J.P.; presided), Mr. S. M. Lipsey, reporting on the 
progress made at the premises acquired in Queen 
Mary Avenue for the proposed kindergarten, said 
the alterations had been completed and it was 
expected that the building would be ready for 
occupation shortly. 

Dr. M. Friedlander, Director of Education, stated 
that they had had 22 applications up to date for 
the kindergarten. 

The Rev. A. L. Rubinstein gave a report on the 
kindergarten which it was proposed to open in the 
Nethgrlee, Stamperland, and Clarkston area, and 
following a discussion it was agreed that this pro- 
ject should be held over in order to examine the 
possibility of merging the two schemes. 

In a report on the financial position, Mr. L. G. 
Diamond, Treasurer, siated that the total income 
for the year was £2,804, while the expenditure had 
been £4,272.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Temptations of Wealth 


To Blessing of the New Month which takes 
place to-morrow in Synagogue is actually a 

misnomer. It is not the Blessing, but the 
Proclamation of the New Month which is the 
essence of this prayer. and it is one of those 
supremely interesting historical relics which have 
become enshrined in the Praycr-Book. It takes us 
back to the times when visual evidence by witnesses 
that the New Moon had been seen took the place of 
calendrical computation. 

The _opening prayer, “ May it be thy will, O 
Lord,’ was not originally written for this occasion. 
li was the private prayer said daily by Rab, the 
founder of the study of the Talmud in Babylon, 
and as such it expresses sentiments which go beyond 
the limited application which is now given to it. 

There is one peculiarity in that prayer which is 
worthy of note. Twice in that prayer is mention 
made of “a life marked by the fear of Heaven,” 
and it has been semi-humorously suggested that 
the reason for the repetition is that, after the first 
mention of it we pray for “a life Of prosperity.” 
and where there is prosperity one must pray again 
for “a lie in which the fea: of Heaven shall 
cleave to ws,” for itis a sad fact that when 
prosperity comes the fear of Heaven departs! 

It is a mere jeu d'esprit, but it is one which 
enshrines: within it a deep and well-authenticated 
truth. It has beconie so commonplace a fact, so 
well-atiested, so entirely normal that when 
“ Jeshurun waxes fat he kicks,” that the more a 
man is blessed with the world’s goods the more he 
departs from his pristine faith; that with “ prosperity 
and honour” the erstwhile “fear of Heaven 
tinds no place, that we rarely stop to consider why 
it should be so. Surely logic demands that the 
man upon whom the sun of good fortune has

father of rebellion. Why then is it that prosperity 
turns man from God? 


HE complete answer is given in a_ beautiful 
passage in the eighth chapier of Deuteronomy. 

“ Beware that thou forget not the Lord thy God, 
m not keeping his commandments and his judg- 
ments and his staiuies which | command thee this 
day: Lest, when thou hast eaten and art full and 
hast built goodly houses and dwelt therein, and 
when thy herds and thy. flocks multiply and when 
thy silver and thy gold multiply. and all that thou 
hast is multiphed: Then thine: heart be lifted up, 
and. thou forget the Lord thy God And thou 


say in thine heart, ‘My. power and the might of mine . 


hand hath gotten me this wealth. ” 

Therein hes. the answer.to the question which has 
been propounded... Man, in his unutterable conceit 
of himself, attributes all his material success to his 
own unaided efforts. . He denies that there was any 
other contributory cause to it than his own brains, 
ability. and talent. And the more his “ herds and 
flocks multiply, and the more his “ silver and 
gold “ multiply. the more he regards himself as 
the captain of his own soul. 

lt is related in the Talmud that Shammai used to 
provide for *his.needs a weck in advance, whereas 
Hillel. with a more implicit trust in God, used to 
provide only for the needs of that day, saying, 


‘ Blessed be the Lord day by day.” That statement 
does not imply that one should not provide for the 
future: it merely emphasises. the psychological! 


truth that when a man feels his defencelessness and 
frailtv. when he does not know what the morrow 
holds in store. or where his daily bread 18 to come, 
itis then that he “ blesses the Lord day by day. 

Let but that anxiety be removed, and he blesses his 
bank balance!

One need only think of those days of Dunkirk 
when, stripped of the pride of the reliance upon 
our arms, stripped of the conceit that * My power 
and the strength of my hand hath. gotten me this 
power,’ we tarned back, in a silent act of national 
rededication, to God: Who, living through those 
days. wilt ever farget the spiritual exaltation which 
filled ws all at the time, who will forget the feeling 
that it was our prayers which brought these men 
home from the beaches, snatching victory out ol 
the jaws of defeat, and who comparing the sprint 
of those days with the spirit that imbues us now 
does not feel anguish that the return to. safety has 

brought with it a departure from God? .

Man should ever pray to Him from whom 
cometh prosperity and possessions, for there 1s no 
business in which there is not both poverty and 
prosperity, for neither doth poverty come from 
business nor doth prosperity come from business, 
but everything is according to his merit. 

And it is against that temptation that we should 
guard ourselves. when we recite that prayer before

“I know plenty of them: but the 
British public does not know them. because they 
make no public avowal of thei feelings. Therefore 
the Jews in general become known *s Communist. 
anti-Gentile terrorists. It would be. wise of the 
Jews,” concludes, “to give a thought where this 
policy is leading them.”

The Rev. J: K. Goldbloom’s 
Impressions 


The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom and Mrs. Goldbloom 
have (as reported briefly in this paper recently) 
returned to London from Canada. hase they lived 
since 1940, and where Mr. Goldbloom became 
the very successful Executive Director of the Jewish 
National Fund. 

Mr. Goldbioom, who is now 73, has related some 
of his impressions of Jewish life in Canada to a 
representative Of THe Jewisu Crronicte. He left 
England in August, 1940, for Montreal. at the 
invitatron of Zionist headquarters, to confer with 
Canadian Zionists. A particularly hearty welcome 
was given to him and his wife in Canada. Just at 
that time, a separate department of the J.N.F. was 
opened again in Canada, afte: a lapse of many 
years on account of the U.P.A. campaign, and he 
was invited by the Canadian Zionist Organisation 
to take charge of this office. ' 

Although until 1940 the total income frem the 
ordinary collections of the J.N.F. in Canada 
amounted to only about $29,000 a year. he 
succeeded in increasing this figure to $155,000 in 
1944. In fact, Mr. Goldbloom imbued the Canadian 
Zionist movement wits a new vitality. so that the 
Various socictics and groups began to participate 
in the work of the J.N.F. in a way in which they 
had never done before. 

Frequently Mr. Goldbloom travelled across 
Canada from coast to coast—from Halifax. N.S.. 
to Vancouver—a five-day journey, giving lectures. 
He addressed no fewer than 407 meetings in English, 
Yiddish, and Hebrew. not only on Zionist subjects. 
but also on Jewish life in England, the Jewish war 
oa, Jewish religion and history, and Hebrew 


General Zionist Work Disappointing 


Apart, however, from the increase in Zionist 
fund-raising, he was sorry to say that he was never 
satished with the general Zionist activities, because 
there was very litth propaganda conducted among 
the masses of the people: But in fairness. Mr. 
Goldbloom said he agreed with the explanation 

to him tor this shortcoming, which had to 
do with the tact that Canadian Jewry was so wide- 
spread. Ihe total Jewish population of Canada is 


about 170.000: between 60,000 and 70.000 live in 
Montreal. about 50.000 'n Toronto. and 17.000 to 
18.000 in. Winniper. Al? the other communities 


were spread out from coast to coast 

Ninety per cent of Canadian Jews, however. he 
estimated, were of Zionist sympathy. He had a 
special word of praise for the Zionist work of the 
Canadian Jewrsh women Canadian Hadassah 
(Wizo) has a membership of 9.000. with 
“ chapters “in nearly every Jewish community. 
Tribute was also paid by Mr. Goldbloom to the 
Proncer Women of the Labour Zionists. 

On the other hand, he believed that Canada was

rather poor in Jewish a There were a 
few leaders, bui they were insufficient to carry on 
the work. 

In the subject of Jewish education, Mr. Gold- 

oom took a particular interest. “ Hebrew educa- 
tion in Canada stands on a much higher plane 
than it does in England,” he declared. He was 
referring to the large Jewish centres where they have 
what are known as parochial Jewish schools, which 
are run entirely by the Jewish community, and in 
which both Hebrew and secular education are com- 
bined so that every Jewish child gets an average 
of ten hours a week Hebrew education, from the 
kindergarten stage up to the age of 15 or 16. The 
results, he said, are excellent. As to the buildings 
—g amenities they were as perfect as they could 


There was a large Young Men's Hebrew Asso- 
ciation for Jewish youth in Montreal, which has 
its Own centre and contains a Synagogue, library, 
lecture rooms, swimming pool, etc. Such an institu- 
tion, he urged, was badly needed in each of the big 
cities in this country. 

Another cultural institute in Canada which has 
its headquarters in‘ Montreal was the Keren 
Hatarbut, which had greatly developed during the 
last three years. Over 100 young people studied 
Hebrew there every evening. All the Talmud Torah 
boys and girls studied together. and the girls 
acquitted themselves particularly well—and equally 
with the boys—even in Rashi, the Prophets, and 
Jewish history. Through the influx of refugees two 
Yeshivas had been established in Montreal. 

But there was a big “fly in the ointment.” he 
continued, for there ts a g@reat shortage of Hebrew 
teachers in Canada (and in the United States). 

Before he left Canada, Canadian Zionists pre- 
sented Mr. Goldbloom.with a testimonial, in the 
course of which it is stated: “ The Zionists of 
Canada from coast to coast record their gratitude 
for the services he has rendered to Zionism in the 
Dominion, and extend their affectionate wishes to 
him and his loyal helpmate for many years of life 
and good health and the fulfilmett of their hope to 
spend the evening of their lives in Eretz Yisrael.” 

At the moment, stated Mr. Goldbloom: his all- 
absorbing ambition is to help to restore the Red- 
mans Road Talmud Torah to its former place in 
London Jewish life. But he has made up his mind 
to settle in Palestine as soon as circumstances 
permit.

The label had come from a Polish camp where there were 
only ten Jews. A Polish non-Jew had had the garment 
and cut out the label because he said he did not. want 
to wear anything with Hebrew writing on # for fear of 
being thought to be Jewish. He took the label, however, _ 
to one of the Jews in the camp t have the wording 
translated. This is not the first instance of this sort of 
thing that has been brought to my attention The other 
day a Pole found some Hebrew letters in a garment. He 
actually threw the garment away, saying he did not want 
clothes from Jews. As for the lewisn members of the 
camp, they are not gctting clothes at all. They are issued 
with tickets signed by the military government for all the 
clothes they need: but usually when they take these into 
a German shop the answer’ is * We haven't got any.”

The world outside Bergecn-Belsen can hardly imagine 
what a Jewish newspaper means for those who are living 
inside the camps. Afier six years of captivity our people 
enjoy every printed word of a newspaper. All Jewish 
newspapers are fo, us in the truest meaning a spiritual 
food which often makes us forget our tragic situation. 
How happy we are when we sec an article about Bergecn- 
Belsen! Our hearts beat faster. It is the best proof for 
us that we are not entircly forgotten But. just as we 
are supremely happy to read truthful information about 
us, SO We are deeply hurt when we read untruths by those 
who are blinded by their own political aims. This month 
we read in a certain Jewish paper. “A Mr. Rosensafit, 
Jewish dictator of Belsen. did his ulmost to prevent the 
departure of the Belsen kiddies for England.” Actually, 
this Mr. Rosensaft, together with the whole “Central Jewish 
Committee of Bergecn-Belsen, was ciected on September 
27 by the Jewish Congress from among 210 delegates 
who represent 40.000 Jews. We do not know why it 
should be so astonishing for the writer of the article that 
Mr. Rosensaft should desire the children to go to Pales- 
tine. Our desire also is. that the children should go to 
Palestine and we belicve that we have the right to decide 
in this matter, as we arc, so to say. the fathers and mothers 
of these . children Furthermore. the writer of the afticie 
says This not no. Zionism. this is 
politics.”

_ DISTRESS IN THE D.P. CAMPS 


In the offices of the Federation of Polish. / 
in Great. Britain, 78. New Oxford Street, \ 
recently,;. a Polish Jew, Dr Hille Zeidn 
who was inthe Warsaw ghetto unt 
escaped in the middle of 1943, reported on >: 
visit to the displaced camps in Germany. M:. & 
Margulies. was in the chair. 

The position of these Jews in Germany, said D 
Zeidman, had deterioratedssince the liberation 

‘In the Russian zone, the position was no wo 
than it was in the other three. But, the lack 
of possibilities for contact with friends in othe: 
countries had driven many Jews away from this 
zone. 

Over 70 per cent of the Jews, be went on, wer 
to be foind in the American zone, where the situa- 
uuon had worsened, because since November. 
no-one was allowed to buy food privately, anc 
there was. a great lack of food and . fuel Phe 
clothing that had been sent up to now . trom 
England, he said, was good in quality, but 
sufficient, while that from America was ‘useless 

Comparing the British with the American zone 
Dr. Zeidman said that while the people in the laic 
were allowed to come in and go out, in Bere 
Belsen military guards stopped anyone from 
leaving. 

In the British zone on. two days a week bisc: 
were given aS a substitute for bread. Their sh 
were shoddy, their clothes tattered, and there hud 
been cases .of Jews getting pneumonia because 
they had gone to the forest to chop wood for lack 
of fuel, the speaker declared 

While he could not say that the government wo 
result 
fraternisation by some of the lower-ranking office!» 
and soldiers with German women, these men had 
adopted a “negative attitude” towards the Jew 
whom they regarded as captives.

Rabbi Meisels’ Painful Revelations 


_ Despite reiterated official statements that 
Phas possible is being done for Displaced 
ersons in the Camps,” those who come from those 
camps are unequivocal in their denunciation of the 
conditions still prevailing. 
Rabbi Meisels, Chief 
Rabbi of the British zone, 
who came here for the 
Aguda Conference, told a 
JewisH CHRONICLE repre-

Training 
will continue until after the end of demobilisation 
in order that the last to be released shall have as 
good a chance of training for a satisfactory job as 
those who are released among the earlier groups.

During three 
weeks between the date of notice of withdrawal by the 
Treasury and the actua! turning off of the tap £325,.264,000 
went into 3 per cent Savings Bonds 1965-75 and 24 per 
cent National War Bonds, 1954-56. - 

The Savings Bonds, because of the higher interest and 
longer life, proved by far the more popular. Savings 
Bonds attracted £270,534,113 during the three weeks through 
the Bank of England alone. ° 

The theory is that future borrowing by the Treasury will 
be at a rate of interest below 3 per cent. Investors were 
therefore anxious to purchase Savings Bonds before they 
were withdrawn. 


EFFECTING CONVERSION 


It is probabie that only a comparatively small proportion 
of recent investmerits in “tap” loans represented new 
money. It must be remembered that 2} per cent -Con- 
version Loan 1944-49 and 24 per cent National War Bonds 
1945-47 will be repaid on April 1 next. 

Holders of the stocks to be redeemed are offered con- 
versions into 14 per cent Exchequer Bonds. Rather than 
convert, many holders decided to sell the stocks shortly 
to be redeemed. . 

Sales could be conducted on the market in each case 
on the basis of par. plus accrued interest. The stocks sold 
were taken by Government departments. Investors were 
anxious to exchange into a security giving a higher, interest 
return than the Exchequer Bonds 


RISING COPPER COSTS

June 30 last states that production costs showed a rising 
trend throughout the year and still continues.
